A New and Dangerous Potato Disease 


Brought Here From Europe. 


Powdery scab of the potato is a 


European 
disease 
which doubtless 


followed imported potatoes 
before 


the quarantine law went into effect. 
Every possible effort is being made 
to prevent this disease making in- 
roads on our potato industry, and 
the cooperation of all interested in 
this crop is much needed in deal- 
ing with this new potato mal«id\. 
The department is issuing a bulletin 
(No. 
S2) entiled "Powdery Scab of 


Potatoes," which thoroughly explains 
the disease and gives all the practical 
advice available at the present le- 
garding its control. 


Powdery scab does not attack the 


ground. It is primarily a disease of the 
young tubers which develops as they 
mature in the ground. The disease is

The "powdery scab ' fungus, if con- 


ditions are favorable, may eat large 
cavities into the immature potatoes. 
Besides consuming parts of the tu- 
bers, it stunts their further growth 
and causes them to be deformed. 


Last spring the department import- 


ed 18 varieties of potatoes from Scot- 
land for seed purposes. 
All were 


found to be infected with powdery 
scab and had to be condemned. Nine 
varieties were imported from Eng- 
land for similar purposes and were 
all infected in the same manner. The 
disease has been found on potatoes 
from Belgium, Norway and Sweden. 
On the potato's native heath — South 
America — the disease has been found. 
It was reported in several Provinces 
of Canada in 1913. 


Prom Canada the disease has made 


some headway across the border into 
northern Maine. 
This is the one 


place where there is real danger at 
present from the infection, but ac- 
tive measures are being taken to 
drive out the disease and to prevent 
the shipment of diseased potatoes to 
other sections. 


The seriousness of powdery scab 


may be realized from the following 
statement by a conservative Cana- 
dian scientist: 


"The disease should by no means 


be regarded lightly. 
Severe attacks 


occur when potatoes are 
planted 


year after year on infected land. 
Where this is practiced the result 
•will be potatoes hardly superior in 
quality to those badly affected with 
the canker. 
This fact is worthy of 


notice, especially since, as in the case 
of canker, no preventive measures 
have proved of much value. 


Object to "Scabby" Potatoes 


penence with this disease in eastern 
Canada gives no hint of what its be- 
havior might be in the southern 
trucking districts, the Central West, 
or the irrigated sections of the Unit- 
ed States 
Related potato diseases 


have proven more destructive in the 
western than in the eastern potato 
territory. 


Particular importance also attaches 


to the fact that Maine is the one 
State now seriously menaced. Maine 
is the chief source of seed potatoes 
for the Central Atlantic and South- 
ern States, and adjoins that portion 
of Canada where the powdery scab 
is now most serious. 
If Maine pota- 


toes should become generally affect- 
ed, only the most extraordinary ef- 
forts can check the spread of powdery 
scab to nearly every other State. 


As yet no method of controlling 


this disease, when it once gets into 
the soil, has been found. 
The new 


bulletin of the department relates 
the results of certain 
experiments 


which are interesting, but they are of 
such a preliminary nature that fur- 
ther study will be required before 
they can be recommended. The best 
advice that can be given a farmer 
whose fields have produced a crop 
infected with powdery scab is this: 
Don't grow potatoes for several years 
on a piece of land that has produced 
a crop infected with this disease 


It is not yet known how many 


years the fungus may live in the soil; 
but its nature suggests that it can 
probably live for several years. 
Sacks and Barrels as Agents in 
Spreading Powdery Scab 


It is well known that second-hand 


sacks, barrels, and boxes are - often 
used in marketing potatoes. 


Seed potatoes shipped from the 


Northern States, to be grown in the 
South, are put up either in sacks or 
barrels. 
European potatoes coming 


to this country are shipped in 168- 
pound gunny sacks. In some of the

Any kind of scab or other injury 
that mars or defaces the potato tuber 
is of more serious handicap in the 
American markets than in those of 
some European countries, due to the 
fact that consumers abroad 
offer 


fewer objections to scabby potatoes 
than consumers in the United States. 
There is even a belief 
prevalent 


abroad that scabbiness is an indica- 
tion of superior quality. 
In the 


United States, when potatoes are put 
on the market, scabby potatoes must 
be sorted out, and therefore are of 
no use except for stock feed or the 
manufacture of starch. In Maine the 
price of scabby potatoes in the au- 
,tumn of 1913 was 50 cents per bar- 
rel, while clean stock brought $1.50 
per barrel. 


In the country as a whole hun- 


dreds of thousands of bushels of po- 
tatoes are left in the fields because 
they are too scabby to market. There 
frequent instances in the New York 
markets, according to potato dealers, 
where carload consignments are re- 
jected because of the presence of 
numerous scabby potatoes. 
When 


the soil becomes infested with scab 
its value as potato land materially 
depreciates. 
This is especially true 


in sections where potatoes constitute 
the chief crop. 


In addition to the fact that pota- 


toes affected with powdery scab are 
less acceptable to the American than 
to the European consumer, -there is 
also the probability that American 
varieties of potatoes may prove more 
susceptible than the European. 
In- 


troduced parasites are often more de- 
structive in a new environment than i 
in an old one. 
The varied climatic 


and soil conditions of several of our 
States offer a wider range for the 
new potato malady.

NO MORE RUNNING SORBS 


Western States similar sacks, but 
holding 120 to 150 pounds, are used. 
These sacks cost from 12 to 16 cents 
each, depending upon their quality 
and whether they are new or sec- 
ondhand. Sacks of good quality can 
be used many times, and this has 
come to be common practice. 
In 


both New York and Boston there are 
firms that act as clearing houses for 
potato 
sacks, 
buying secondhand 


sacks from anyone who may wish to 
sell them and shipping them to po- 
tato dealers either north or south. It 
may happen, therefore that sacks 
that have previously contained dis- 
eased tubers coming from Europe or 
elsewhere will be used for shipping 
select seed from the North to the 
South. 


There is considerable chance of po- 


tato diseases being spread by means 
of old sacks. 
Secondhand barrels 


may also communicate these dis- 
eases. The question arises as to how 
this spread of disease can be pre- 
vented; and, of course, the solution 
is a simple one—by using only new 
sacks. 
But this would increase to

Farmers Advised Not to Sell Eggs 


From Incubators 


A number of poultry raisers, it 


seems, are putting on the market in- 
fertile eggs that have been tested in 
incubators from three days to a 
week. As soon as the breeder finds 
that the eggs will not hatch he takes 
them out and sends them to market 
along with his fresh spring eggs. Af- 
ter the eggs have been in the incu- 
bator for this period they are dis- 
tinctly stale and rot very quickly if 
kept any length of time. Even when 
just taken from the incubator these 
infertile eggs are not fit for boiling 
or poaching, although they may be 
used for frjing, and are good for 
cake or certain other baked foods. 
These eggs when they reach 
the 


market, however, are classified as low 
grade, No. 2.

New Field Gun of the U. S. Army 
What is thought to be the biggest 


single improvement made in the ar- 
tillery service in a decade is com- 
prised in the new field gun recently 
adopted by the United States gov- 
ernment. 
The carriage of this gun 


has a double, or split, trail, the word 
"trail" being,used to designate the 
long beam, or prop, that supports 
the gun on the ground at the rear 
The old-style single trail prevented 
any great lowering of the gun breech 
and therefore limited the angle to 
which the muzzle could be elevated 
With the split trail the breech drops 
down between the halves, and any 
elevation of the muzzle that is neces- 
sary may oe secured. By means of a \ 
hand-wheel the gun may be swung' 
quickly and easily in a wide horizon- 
tal arc without shifting the trail, 
which is another great improvement 
over the old-style carriage.

WHERE YOUR MONEY GOES. 


In the year 1889 the State Legislature appropriated for the mainte- 


nance of the State government and all its activities for one full year the 
sum of $8,182,847.34. In the year- 1913 the actual expense for the same 
purpose was $37,401,706.85. In these twenty-five years intervening, the 
cost of the State government has more than quadrupled. In the same time 
the population of the State has about doubled. Expenses bare grown twice 
as fast as population, and fully twice as fast as the taxable value of the 
property of the State. Where has the money gone? 


Aside from the big grafts, such as the State Capitol, Rittersville Hos- 


pital and Highway Department, scandals, one of the petty methods of the 
machine for getting away with the taxpayers' millions, and at the same 
tone for postponing popular reforms, is the system of commissions. There 
are now nearly forty investigating commissions operating in Pennsylvania, 
in addition to the permanent State Commissions. 


The last Legislature appropriated for salaries and expenses in connec- 


tion with these commissions the sum of $1,463,900. 
It, authorized further 


'expenditures in the next year of $1,000,000 for the same purposes. Before 
that second year is completed, the Legislature doubtless will authorize the 
continuance of these and the creation of others that will vastly increase 
this expenditure. 


The absurdity of this system Is well shown by the fruitless labors of 


the late Tax Commission, which in four years expended close to $300,000. 
The net result of all its labors wa's the imposition of a tax upon coal, 
which ultimately raised the price of coal to the consumer and increased 
the value of mine holdings to the coal monopoly.

Navy Operates Its Own JL)ining-Car 
Service 


The navy department has been ex- 
perimenting with the plan of opera- 
ting its own dining-car service when 
transporting drafts of men by rail, 
and with such satisfactory results 
that this plan will be followed here- 
after for large bodies of men and 
over considerable distances, says the 
April Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
It has been found that the depart- 
ment can feed its own men better 
than was the case under the old ar- 
rangement with the railroads, and at 
considerably less cost. 
The food is 
prepared in a tourist kitchen car, 
which is simply a regular tourist 
sleeper with two sections removed 
and a large coal range installed in 
their place.

Washington, D. C., June 23. — "Has 


your wheat been infested by the Hes- 
sian fly this season?" is a question 
taat the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture is now asking farmers. The in- 
formation is desired that there may 
be general cooperation between all 
concerned in reducing the devasta- 
tions of the fly. There is every indi- 
cation that the pest will be unusual- 
ly troublesome to the crop this fall. 


Every wheat grower in the coun- 


try who suspects that his crop has 
been infested is requested to send his 
name to the Department's Bureau of 
Entomology at Washington, D. C.. 
with a request for a question blank. 
The questions to be answered are 
merely as to whether the wheat 
grower's crop was infested /at certain 
seasons. 
The farmer will then be 


asked to forward some of the infest- 
ed wheat plants for examination, 
postage to be paid by the Govern- 
ment. He will also he asked to' give

Orioles, Swallows and Nighthawks 


Destroy the Cotton-Boll Weevil 
Of all the birds known as natural 


enemies of the cotton-boll weevil, ori- 
oles, swallows and nighthawks are 
the most important, according to the 
Biological Survey 
Insect specialists 


of the bureau have made extensive 
investigations of the subject, which 
have developed that there are 60 
kinds of birds that eat the weevil. 


The nighthawk or bullbat, catches 


the weevils on the wing in consider- 
able numbers, especially during their 
migration. Unfortunately, the night- 
hawk is shot for sport or eaten for 
food in some sections of the South, 
but its value" for food is infinitesimal 
as compared with the services it ren- 
ders the cotton grower and other 
agriculturists, and every effort should 
be made to spread 
broadcast a 


knowledge of its 
usefulness as a 


weevil destroyer, with a view to its 
complete protection.

From the standpoint of the farmer 


and the cotton grower these swallows 
are among the most useful birds. 
Especially designed by nature

have no competitors. Their peculiar 
value to the cotton grower consists 
in the fact that, like the nig*hthawk, 
they capture boll weevils when flying 
over the fields, which no other birds 
do. Flycatchers snap up the weeyils 
near trees and shrubbery. 
Wrens 


hunt them out when concealed under 
bark or rubbish. 
Blackbirds catch 


them on the ground, as do the kill- 
deer, titlark, meadowlark, and oth- 
ers; -while orioles hunt for them pn 
the bolls. But it is the peculiar func- 
tion of swallows to catch the weevils 
as they are making long flights, leav- 
ing the cotton fields in search ^>f hid- 
ing places in which to winter or en- 
tering-them to continue their work 
of devastation.

Probably no other insect causes 


more damage to the wheat1"crop in 
tne United States than the Hessian 
fly, although there are certain years 
when the chinch bug exceeds the fly 
in its devastations. 
During the sea- 


sons when the fly is especially abun- 
dant hundreds of thousands of acres 
of wheat may be either totally de- 
stroyed or so badly injured as to re- 
duce the yield 50 to 75 per cent. The 
monetary losses run far up into the 
millions. 


A number of years ago there was 


in Kansas general cooperation be- 
tween grain dealers, 
millers 
and 


farmers to restrict the ravages of 
this dangerous insect. 
According to 


their own estimate, over a million 
dollars were saved by prompt action 
and thorough measures. 
This year 


the Department Tiopes to secure gen- 
eral cooperation throughout th'e'-coun- 
try in combating the pest. There are 
indications that its ravages may be 
severe. 
Already in Iowa and Okla- 


homa there have been threatening 
outbreaks of the insect. 


Not only are Federal and State or- 


ganizations of the Government co-1 
operating in this campaign but oth- 
ers, such as the National Millers 
Federation, are working to secure 
better control over the Hessian fly 
The individual wheat grower is askec 
to send his samples of infested straw 
before the middle of September, and 
sooner if possible, as after that, the 
fly will have hatched and have enter- 
ed into the wheat. 


Late sowing of the seed and burn- 


ing of the stubble when not seeded 
to grass or clover are the only meas- 
ures known to date that are effective 
in controlling the Hessian fly-^-that 
is, for winter-wheat growing sections 
In the spring-wheat sections, late 
seeding will not apply. 
On the con- 


trary, the earlier it is sown in the 
spring the less it seems to suffer 
from this pest. 


A more detailed explanation "of 


late sowing for winter wheat to avoid 
attack by the Hessian fly will be giv- 
en in a subsequent article. The pres- 
ent article is merely an invitation to 
the wheat grower to help the Depart- 
ment in its campaign. The post card 
to be forwarded the farmer, contains 
enlarged illustrations of the fly in its 
adult and also its "flaxseed" state.

building systems in 100 counties are 
now being carried on by the depart- 
ment in cooperation with the State 
highway departments and local road 
authorities. 


The purpose of this study is to dis- 


cover the points of excellence and 
defects in existing local methods of 
building 
atfd 
maintaining , roads 


which will aid the State authorities 
to put local road management on a 
systematized basis. 
The cooperating 


State authorities have been asked to 
designate counties that present typi- 
cal and exceptional features as to to- 
pography, character of road mater- 
ials, methods of construction and 
maintenance, administrative organi- 
zation, methods of road financing, 
and traffic conditions. 
From these 


lists 100 counties will be selected, 
and in these counties the Division of 
Road Economics will make intensive 
studies. 


This investigation'' is prompted by 


the fact that there is at present very 
little knowledge as to the most ef- 
fective and economical methods by 
which a county can develop its roads. 
At present the methods of financing 
local road improvements vary from 
calling on farmers for a certain num- 
ber of days' labor in lieu of a road 
tax, or the use of county prisoners in 
road oonstruction, to bond issues or 
maintenance of roads from dramshop 
license funds 


The department will study all of 


these systems with the view to deter^ 
mining what system or combination''' 
of system works best in actual prac- 
tice

There is, moreover, at present no 


standard system of keeping accounts 
for road building and maintenance, 
and as a result, while some counties 
know to a penny the purpose for 
which money was spent, others have 
no definite check or reporting sys- 
tem. 
Among various counties with 


the same conditions cost for excava- 
tion or other labor is anything but 
uniform, and many counties, because 
of the absence of definite knowledge, 
fail to use local and cheap materials, 
and construct roads which are un- 
necessarily expensive for their pur- 
pose, or which will wear out before 
the bond issues are redeemed. 
The 


investigation will include a careful 
study of the use of convict labor in 
road construction. 


In connection with "the scientific 


study the department's highway en- 
gineers will advise freely with local 
officials as to improvements, and thus 
give each county visited the advant- 
age of direct cooperation, engineer- 
ing supervision, and assistance 


These investigations, it is believ- 


ed, will yield important economic 
data- bearing especially on the bene- 
fits and burdens of road improve- 
ment and showing the extent to 
Which financial outlay under given 
typical conditions is justifiable. 


The heads of State highway de- 


partments are manifesting great in- 
terest and are cooperating cordially 
in this work. 
These data when ob- 


tained will be published and thus 
made accessible to all county and 
State road officials.

Washington, D. C., June 23.— 


j President Wilson's emphatic declara 
tion to the newspaper correspondent 
that he would expect Congress to re 
main in session until the anti-trus 
legislation proposed by him in hi 
message to the National lawmaker 
has been enacted, brought^ a wai 
from the. lips of many Congressmen 
who had hoped to get away in July 
for fence-repairing purposes; some o 
these aforesaid "fences" being in ex 
eeedingly bad repair, according to in 
side information. 


One thing the President's utter 


ances has done is the subject con 
gratulation, that is, the speeding up 
of the Senate in its consideration o 
the appropriation bills. With the ex 
ception of the Sundry Civil, the Riv 
er and Harbor, and the General Defi- 
ciency bill's, the Senate has passec 
all the other money budgets and thej 
have either become laws or are stil 
in conference. 


The River and Harbor appropria- 
tion bi" was reported to the Senate 
Thursday, June 18, and its early con- 
sideration will be urged. 
While 
there will be some objection to cer- 
tain features of the bill it is rot ex- 
pected that the opposition will be 
either large or unreasonable, anc 
the bill will pass the Senate in due 
season.
